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REPORT TO THE REGISTRAR-GENERAL.

SIR, 


I have the honour to submit the Fiftieth Annual Report 
regarding the Births, Deaths, and Marriages in Scotland. In it there 
are given facts regarding the Births, Deaths, and Marriages registered in 
Scotland during the year ending 31st December 1904. Fuller infor- 
mation about these Births, Deaths, and Marriages will be given in the 
Fiftieth Detailed Annual Report, which will be submitted at a later date. 

I also submit the Fortieth Annual Report on Vaccination, in which is 
contained information regarding the ‘administration of the Vaccination 
(Scotland) Act, 1863, more particularly regarding the vaccination of 
children born in Scotland during the year ending 31st December 1903. 


I.— BIRTHS, DEATHS, ann MARRIAGES 1n SCOTLAND. 
| POPULATION, 


The population of Scotland at the middle of the year 1904 is estimated 
to be 4,627,656, of whom 2,254,607 are male, and 2,373,049 female. 
The corresponding figures for 1903 were 4,579,223, 2,229,414, and 
2,349,809. The increase of the estimate, namely 25,193 males, 23,240 
females, and 48,433 for the two sexes combined, is based on the rate of 
annual increase found to exist between the Census of 1891 and that of 
1901. The excess of births over deaths in 1904 was 5 ,609. The differ- 
ence between that figure and the estimated increase of population, namely 
6176, may be taken as approximately indicating the effect of emigration 
and immigration. 

Of the total population, 2,061,296, or 44°54 per cent., are in the 
Principal Town districts; 601,565, or 13°00 per cent., in the Large Town 
districts; 930,593, or 20°11 per cent., in the Small Town districts; 919,637, 
pr si o- 87 per cent., in the Mainland-Rural districts ; and 114, 565, or 2°48 
per cent., in the Insular-Rural districts. 

It is noteworthy that this year is the first time that the population of 
Aberdeen is estimated to be greater than that of Dundee; since the founda- 
tion of this office, now fifty years ago, Dundee was by the Census and by 
the estimates found to be the third biggest town in the country, and 
Aberdeen the fourth; but this year’s estimates reverse that order, making 
Aberdeen the third town and Dundee the fourth. The estimated popula- 
tions are, as usual, based on the last ascertained censal populations and 
the intercensal rate of increase. ; 


BIRTHS. 


The number of living children whose births were registered during 
1904 was 132,570. This is equivalent to a birth-rate of 28647 per 
thousand of the estimated population. The number of births is the largest 
registered in this office in any one year, excepting in the year 1903, when

the number was 133,499. The birth-rate is, however, the smallest birth- 
rate for Scotland yet recorded in these Annual Reports. From 1857 to 1879 
the birth-rate was more than 34 per thousand, from 1880 to 1893 the birth- 
rate varied between 30 and 34, since 1893 the rate has only exceeded 30 
on three occasions, while on seven occasions it was between 29 and 80, and 
this year, for the first time, fell below 29. 

Of the total births 67,798 were of male children, and 64,772 of female 
children ; there were thus 104°7 male births to each 100 female births. 
The male birth-rate per thousand of the estimated male population was 
30°07, the female birth-rate per thousand of the estimated female popula-

the total births 60,798, or 45°86 per cent., were in the Principal Town 
districts; 18,614, or 14°04 per cent., were in the Large Town districts ; 
27,327, or 20°61 per cent., in the Small Town districts; 23,408, or 17°66 - 
per cent., in the Mainland-Rural districts; and 2,423, or 1°88 per cent., 
in the Insular-Rural districts. The number of male births to each 
100 female births was 103°8 in the Principal Town districts; 104°1 in 
the Large Town districts; 104°9 in the Small Town districts; 106-9 in the 
Mainland-Rural districts; and 108-2 in the Insular-Rural districts. 

Of the 132,570 births, 8566, or 6:46 per cent., were illegitimate. 
This rate is 0°33 more than that for the previous year; it is also slightly 
greater than the rate for 1901 and 1902, but is less than the rates for all 
the other previous years. 

The illegitimate rate was for the year highest in the Mainland-Rural 
districts, 8°8, and lowest in the Large Town and Insular-Kural districts, 
50 in each. In the Principal Town districts it was 6°3, and in the Small 
Town districts, 5°8. 

The frequency of illegitimacy in the eight geographical divisions of 
the country ranged from 11'1 per cent. of the births in the North-

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Eastern division, and 10°8 per cent. in the Southern, to 4°8 per cent. 
in the West-Midland. Of the counties, Elgin, 14°3 per cent., and 
Wigtown, 13:8 per cent., had the highest illegitimate rates, while Dum- 
barton, 3°6 per cent., and Ross and Cromarty, 4°0 per cent., had the lowest. 
In ten counties the illegitimate births amounted to more than 10 per cent. 
of the total births, namely in Caithness, Nairn, Elgin, Banff, Aberdeen, 
Berwick, Selkirk, Dumfries, Kirkcudbright, and Wigtown; in nine counties 
the rate was under 5 per cent., namely in Shetland, Orkney, Sutherland, 
Ross and Cromarty, Fife, Stirling, Dumbarton, Renfrew, and Linlithgow; 
in the remaining fourteen counties the rate was between 5 and 10 
per cent. 

The average daily number of births registered during the year was 
362. This daily average was highest in July, 391, and lowest in Novem- 
ber, 336. In May it was 384; in April 381; in March 373; in August 
366; in February 363; in July 360; in October 350; in September 349 
in January 348; and in December 345. 


DEATHS. 


Deaths registered in Scotland during the year 1904 numbered 77,961. 
This is equivalent to an annual death-rate of 16°85 per thousand of the

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estimated population. Compared to the previous year’s returns the actual 
number of deaths is 1988 more, and the death-rate 0°26 more. These 
small increases are insufficient to indicate any falling-off in the healthiness 
of the country ; as a matter of fact this year’s death-rate is an exceptionally 
small one, for since registration was instituted in Scotland a death-rate of 
under 17 per thousand has been recorded only three times, and this year is 
one of those occasions, the other two occasions being 1903 and 1896. 

Of the groups of registration districts the Principal Town districts 
_show the heaviest death-rate, 18°0 per thousand, and the Insular-Rural the 
lowest, 15:1 per thousand. In the Large Town districts the rate was 17°3 ; 
in the Small Town districts 15°6 ; and in the Mainland-Rural districts 15:5. 
Compared to the rates of the previous year that of the Principal Town 
districts is 0°3 more; that of the Large Town districts 0°7 more; that of 
the Small Town districts 0:1 less; that of the Mainland-Rural districts 0:3 
more; and that of the Insular-Rural district 0°9 less. 

Of the total deaths, 37,032, or 47°50 per cent., were in the Principal 
Town districts; 10,398, or 13°34 per cent., were in the Large Town 
— districts ; 14,541, or 18°65 per cent., were in the Small Town districts ; 
14,258, or 18°29 per cent., were in the Mainland-Rural districts; and 1732, 
‘or 2°22 per cent., were in the Insular-Rural districts. 

The death-rate for Scotland during the first quarter was 19°3 per 
thousand per annum; during the second quarter 16°9; during the third 
quarter 14:5; and during the last quarter 16°6. The first quarter was, as 
usual, the quarter with the greatest rate, and the third quarter was, as is 
usual, the quarter with the smallest death-rate. The death-rate for the 
first quarter of this year is 1:2 less than the mean of the death-rates for 
that quarter of the previous ten years; that of the second quarter is 1-0 
less than the corresponding mean ; that of the third quarter 1:2 less than 
the mean ; and the rate for the third quarter is 0°6 less than the mean. 

Of the total deaths, 38,868 were of males, and 39,093 of females. 
The death-rate of the male population was at the annual rate of 17:2 per 
thousand, that of females 16:5 per thousand. The death-rate of the male 
population was highest in Principal Town districts, 18-6, and lowest in the 
Insular-Rural districts, 14°9 ; the death-rate of the female population was 
highest in the Principal Town districts, 17:4 per thousand, and lowest in 
the Small Town and Insular-Rural districts, in both of which it was 15:3 
per thousand. 

The average daily number of deaths during the entire year was 213; 
during March the average was 253; during February, 249; during Decem- 
ber, 241; during April, 234; during January, 232; during May, 212; 
during November, 204; during June, 197; during August, 190; during 
October, 185; during September, 182; and during July, 178. 


MARRIAGES. 


During the year 1904 there were registered in Scotland 82,253. 


marriages. This is equivalent to a marriage-rate of 6°97 per thousand of 
the estimated population. Both the actual number of marriages and the 
marriage rate are slightly less than what they were in 1903. The marriages 
of this year number 67 fewer than in that year, and the marriage-rate is 
0-09 less. 


In the Principal Town districts the marriages numbered 16,910, or 
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52°43 per cent. of the total marriages; in the Large Town districts the 
marriages numbered 4267, or 13°23 per cent. of the total; in the Small 
Town districts they numbered 6071, or 18°82 per cent. of the total; in the 
Mainland-Rural districts they numbered 4603, or 14°27 per cent. of the 
total ; while in the Insular-Rural districts they numbered 402, or 1:25 per 
cent. of the total. The marriage-rate for the year was greatest in the 
Principal Town districts, 8-2 per thousand, and lowest in the Insular-Rural 
districts, 3°5 per thousand. In the Large Town districts this rate was 7°1 ; 
in the Small Town districts 6°5 ; and in the Mainland-Rural districts 5:0. 

The average daily number of marriages during the year was 88. This 
average was greatest in June, 163, and least in May, 37. In January it 
was 132; in December 129; in July 127; in April 77; in September 72 ; 
in October 70; in November 67 ; in August 66; in February 63; and in 
March 55. 


I].— BIRTHS, DEATHS, anp MARRIAGES w EIGHT 
oF THE PRINCIPAL TOWNS OF SCOTLAND. 


The following remarks refer to the births, deaths, ana marriages in 
eight of the principal towns, viz. :—Glasgow, Edinburgh, Dundee, Aber- 
deen, Paisley, Leith, Greenock, and Perth. The information on .which 
these statements are based is compiled from returns furnished weekly 
by the registrars of the registration districts in these towns. Correspond- 
ing information for the remaining registration districts of Scotland is not 
yet available, but when procured will be incorporated in the Detailed 
Annual Report which deals with the births, deaths, and marriages of the 
year. As fully 37 per cent. of the population of Scotland live in these 
eight towns, and as 37 per cent. of the births and 40 per cent. of the 
deaths are registered in these eight towns, it may be assumed that the 
conditions observed in them indicate fairly well those of Scotland. 


BIRTHS IN EIGHT PRINCIPAL TOWNS. 


During the year 1904 there were registered in these eight towns 
49,648 births. The combined population of these towns is estimated to be 
1,726,236. The birth-rate per thousand of the estimated population of 
these eight towns combined is thus 28°8. This is the smallest birth-rate 
yet recorded for these eight towns; from’1856 to 1884 the birth-rate 
exceeded 55 per thousand; from 1885 to 1900 it was between 30 and 35; 
since 1901 it has been below 30; and this year, for the first time, is below 29. 

The highest birth-rate for the year was in Glasgow, 31:0, and the 
lowest in Edinburgh, 23:4. In Greenock it was 30'1; in Aberdeen 29°8 ; 
in Leith 29:4; in Paisley 29:1; in Dundee 27°6; and in Perth 23:9. 
Compared to the rates for the previous year the birth-rates of each of these 
towns, that of Greenock excepted, is found to be less. The Glasgow birth- 
rate is 0°9 less than it was in 1903; the Edinburgh birth-rate is 1:4 less 
than in that year; the Dundee rate is 1:6 less; the Aberdeen rate is 1:2 
less; the Paisley rate is 0°8 less; the Leith rate is 0°5 less; the Greenock 
rate is 0°6 more; and the Perth rate is 0°5 less. 

Of the 49,648 births in these towns, 3418, or 6°9 per cent., were 
illegitimate. This rate is 0°3 more than that for 1903; it is, as usual, higher 
than that for the entire country. This illegitimate rate was for the year 
highest in Dundee, 8°4, and lowest in Greenock, 4°5. In Aberdeen it was 8°2 ; 
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in Edinburgh, 8:0; in Perth, 7:4; in Glasgow, 6°6; in Paisley, 4°9; and in 
Leith, 4°7. It is estimated that in these eight towns there are 266,843 
possible mothers of illegitimate children, 7.e., women of between 15 and 45 
who are either unmarried or widowed; a comparison of the number of 
illegitimate births during the year with these shows that the illegitimate 
birth-rate per cent. of possible mothers of illegitimate children amounted, in 
these eight towns combined to 1:28. The illegitimate birth-rate per cent. of 
possible mothers of illegitimate children was highest in Aberdeen, 1°62; and 
lowest in Paisley, to 0°89. In Glasgow it was 1:42; in Dundee, 1°32; in Leith, 
1:12; in Greenock, 1:05; and in Edinburgh and Perth, 1:03. It may be noted 
that relative frequency of illegitimate births is different when measured in

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relationship to the number of possible mothers of illegitimate children from 
what it is when measured in relationship to the total births; for while in 
Dundee the proportion of births to be illegitimate was largest, yet the 
Dundee unmarried women show a smaller, birth-rate than the Aberdeen 
unmarried women; and while Leith shows the smallest proportion of total 
births to be illegitimate, the unmarried women of Leith have a higher birth- 
rate than those women in Greenock, Edinburgh, Perth, and Paisley.. 


DEATHS IN EIGHT PRINCIPAL TOWNS. 


The deaths of 31,769 persons were registered in these eight towns 
during the year. These deaths are equivalent to a death-rate of 18-4 per 
thousand of the estimated population, a rate which is 0°3 more than that 
for the previous year, but is less than that: recorded for any other year. 
Previous to 1876 the death-rate of these towns was over 25 per thousand, 
since 1876 it has been once over 25, twenty-two times between 20 and 25, 
twice between 19 and 20, and four times under 19. 

Of these towns Dundee had the highest recorded death-rate for the 
year, 20°2, and Leith the lowest, 14°7._ In Glasgow the death-rate was 19:3 ; 
in Paisley, 18°38; in Perth, 18:1; in Aberdeen, 17°8; in Greenock, 17:8; 
and in Edinburgh, 16:6. | 

If these recorded death-rates be corrected, ?.e., if an allowance be made 
for the special age and sex distribution of each town,* it is found that the 
highest corrected death-rate is in Glasgow, 21°37, and the lowest in Leith, 
15°62. For Dundee the corrected death-rate is 21:29; for Paisley, 19°67 ; 
for Greenock, 18°70; for Perth, 18°16; for Aberdeen, 17°67; and for 
Edinburgh, 17:29. } 

When the recorded death-rates for this year are compared with 
those of the previous year it is found that the death-rate in Glasgow, 
Dundee, Aberdeen, Paisley, and Perth is increased, while the rate in Edin-

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burgh, Leith, and Greenock is diminished. The death-rate for each of these 
towns for the year is less than the mean of the death-rates of them for the 
previous ten years. 

It is estimated that the number of children of less than five years old 
living in these towns in the middle of the year was 199,056. The number 
of children dying during the year in these towns under that age was 
11,528. The death-rate~ among children of that age was thus 57:9 per 
thousand, a rate which is 2°2 more than the corresponding rate for the 
previous year. In Dundee the death-rate under five was 69°5 ; in Glasgow, 
62°8; in Paisley, 57°1; in Aberdeen, 54°2; in Greenock, 53°3; in Hdin- 
burgh, 46°6; in Perth, 44°7 ; and in Leith, 44°5. The proportion of the 
total deaths of children under five years was, for these eight towns com- 
bined, 36°38 per cent. That proportion was greatest in Glasgow, 38°8, 
and Dundee, 38°5; and least in Perth, 25:0, and Edinburgh, 27°9. 

The infantile mortality-rate, i.e., the number of deaths under one year 
to each thousand births during the year was, for these eight towns com-

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bined, 143, a rate which is 6 more than that for the previous year. This 
rate was for the year highest in Dundee, 174, and lowest in Leith, 120. In 
Aberdeen it was 151; in Glasgow, 146 ; in Paisley, 186; in Edinburgh, 
130; in Perth, 126; ‘and in Greenock, 123, In Leith and Greenock the 
infantile mortality-rate was smaller than ih 1908 ; in each of the other 
towns it was greater than in that year. The deaths under one year in 
these towns amount to 22:4 per cent. of the total deaths in them. 

During the year in these towns 2667 deaths were registered as being 
due to the principal epidemic diseases, namely Small-pox, Measles, Scarlet 
Fever, Influenza, Hooping-cough, Diphtheria, and “fevers.” This is equiva- 
lent to an annual death-rate from these causes of 156 per 100,000. The 
number of such deaths is 173 more than in 1903, and the rate is 8 per 
100,000 more. Deaths from these causes constituted 849 per 10,000 deaths 
from specified causes during the year. The death-rate from these causes 
was for the year highest in Greenock, 225 per 100,000, and lowest in Perth, 
95. In Paisley the rate was 200; in Aberdeen, 179; in Glasgow, 168; 
in Dundee, 151; in Leith, 114; and in Edinburgh, 110. 

Of these epidemic diseases Hooping-cough was, as is usual, the most 
fatal ; to it 1198 deaths were ascribed ; this is 227 more than in 1903, and 
equivalent to a death-rate of 70 per 100,000. The death-rate from Hooping- 
cough was for the year highest in Aberdeen and lowest in Perth. 

Fatal cases of Small-pox in these towns during the year numbered 96 ; 
this is 69 more than in 1903, but is 109 less than those in 1901, which was 
the last year in which there was an epidemic of that disease. Of the 96 
cases, 67 were in Glasgow, 26 in Greenock, and 1 each in Edinburgh, 
Paisley, and Leith. The death-rate from Small-pox in these eight towns 
amounted to 6 per 100,000. Of these 96 cases 44 were of persons who 
had been vaccinated, 38 of persons who had not been vaccinated, and 14 
of persons whose vaccination was doubtful. 

To Measles 682 deaths were ascribed, the death-rate from it being 40 
per 100,000, a rate which is slightly more than that for the previous year. 
This rate was highest in Greenock, 78, and lowest in Perth, 9. 

Scarlet Fever was the cause of 124 deaths in these towns during 
the year ; this is equivalent to a death-rate of 7 per 100,000. These deaths

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are 70 fewer than in 19038, and the rate is 5 per 100,000 less. The death- 
rate from Scarlet Fever was highest in Aberdeen, 13, and lowest in 
Dundee, 0. 

To Diphtheria 211 deaths were ascribed, the death-rate from it being 
at the rate of 12 per 100,000. These deaths are 11 fewer than in 1903. 
The death-rate from it was highest in Perth, 30, and lowest in Leith, 4. 

Deaths from Enteric Fever numbered 178, the corresponding death- 
rate being 10 per 100,000. These deaths are 68 fewer than in the previ~ 
ous year, and the death-rate from it 5 per 100,000 less. The death-rate 
from Enteric Fever was for the year highest in Greenock, 42, and lowest in 
Aberdeen, 2. 

Deaths from Typhus Fever numbered 6; of them 5 were in Glasgow, 
and 1 in Aberdeen. These deaths are 1 fewer than in the previous year. 

Deaths from Influenza numbered 169; this is 38 fewer than in 1903, 
and equivalent to a death-rate of 10 per 100,000. This death-rate was 
highest in Paisley, 20, and lowest in Dundee, 4. 

Deaths ascribed to Diarrhceic diseases, namely, Diarrhoea, Infective 
Enteritis, Enteritis, and Gastro-enteritis, numbered 13801. This is equiva- 
lent to a death-rate from these causes of 76 per thousand. These deaths

for the increase of population, is 3 per 100,000 less. The death-rate from 
these causes was highest in Dundee, 120, and lowest in Perth, 24. In 
Glasgow it was 90; in Aberdeen, 69; in Leith, 61; in Paisley, 57; in 
Greenock, 49; and i in Edinburgh, 43. | 

Pneumonia was the cause of 3112 deaths in these towns during the 
year; this is equivalent to a death-rate from it of 182 per 100,000. 
Compared to the returns of the previous year these deaths are 331 more, 
and the rate 17 more. This rate was highest in Glasgow, 217, and 
Dundee, 197; and lowest in Leith, 132, and Perth, 131. 

To Tuberculous diseases 4171 deaths were ascribed, which indicates 
a death-rate from these causes of 244 per 100,000. These deaths are 22 
more than in the previous year, but allowing for the increase of popula- 
tion, the death-rate from these causes is 2 per 100,000 less. Of these 
4171 deaths, 2701 were ascribed to Phthisis, a number 47 less than in 1903. 
The death-rate from Tuberculous diseases was highest in Dundee, 285, 
and lowest in Leith, 194. In Glasgow it was 263; in Perth, 246; in

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Paisley, 241; in Edinburgh, 219; in Greenock, 217; and in Aberdeen, 
199. In Glasgow, Dundee, and Paisley deaths from Tuberculous diseases 
were more than in 1903, while in the other towns they were fewer than 
in that year. 

Deaths from Malignant diseases numbered 1631; this is equivalent 
to a death-rate from these causes of 95 per 100,000. These deaths are 
159 more than in 1903, and the rate is 8 per 100,000 more than in that 
year. The death-rate from these causes ranged from 126 in Edinburgh, 
and 111 in Dundee, to 71 in Paisley, and 72 in Leith. These 1631 deaths 
include 772 from Carcinoma, 104 from Sarcoma, and 755 from Cancer or 
Malignant disease not otherwise defined. 

To Ill-defined or Unspecified causes 2427 deaths were ascribed. ‘T'hese 
include 1087 deaths from Old Age, 893 deaths from Atrophy or Debility, 
and 300 deaths from Unspecified causes. The deaths from Old Age 
include those of 29 males and 87 females, who were aged 90 years or 
upwards. The oldest of these were 3 women, aged 96, and i woman, aged 
98. 

Deaths from Violent causes numbered 1212; this is equivalent to a 
death-rate of 71 per 100,000. These deaths are 39 fewer than in 1903, and

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the rate is 3 per 100,000 less. Of these deaths 89 were registered as 
suicidal, 5 as homicidal, and 1 by execution. Of the suicidal deaths 31 were 
by hanging, 30 by cuts and stabs, 11 by drowning, 5 by gunshot wounds, 
9 by poison, 2 by precipitation, while in 5 instances the method was not 
well specified. The death-rate from Violent causes for the year was highest 
in Greenock, 91, and Perth, 80; and lowest in Edinburgh, 58, and Paisley, 
62. In Glasgow the rate was 76; in Dundee 75; in Leith 70; and in 
Aberdeen 65. 


MARRIAGES IN EIGHT PRINCIPAL TOWNS. 


The number of marriages registered in these eight towns during the 
year was 14,814; this is equivalent to a marriage-rate of 8°6 per thousand 
of the estimated population. The number of marriages is 260 less than in 
- 1908, and the marriage-rate is 0°3 less than in that year. The marriage- 
rate was highest in Perth and Aberdeen, in both of which towns it was 9°2, 
and lowest in Leith, 6°5. In Glasgow it was 9:0; in Edinburgh, 8°7; in 
Dundee, 8-0; in Greenock, 7:2; and in Paisley, 7:1. . 


WEATHER AND ITS INFLUENCE ON MORTALITY. 


The remarks made in this section regarding the weather of the year 
are based on notes made by Dr. Buchan, under the Council of the 
Scottish Meteorological Society, and which were published in the Monthly 
Reports of the Registrar-General. | 

The year 1904 was characterised by a normal mean temperature, and 
a rainfall of less than normal amount. The average of the mean 
temperatures of the last twenty years is 46°°2, the mean temperature for 
this year was 46°°3 ; the average of the rainfalls of the last twenty years 
is 38°69 inches, the rainfall of this year was 36°37 inches. 

Compared to the previous year, 1903, the year now under considera- 
tion had a higher mean temperature, 46°°3 as against 45°-9, and a decidedly 
smaller rainfall, 36°37 as against 51:5. The decreased rainfall and the 
increase of mean temperature have been accompanied by a slight increase 
of the death-rate of the country, a slight increase of the death-rate in 
the Principal Town, Large Town, and Mainland-Rural districts, but a 
diminution of it in the Small Town and Insular-Rural districts. The 
death-rate in the eight principal towns specially dealt with in this report 
was 18-4, in 1903 it was 18°1; this also shows a slight increase. 

A comparison of selected diseases and groups of diseases in these 
eight towns with the corresponding returns of the previous year, shows 
that the death-rates from the following were higher, namely diseases of 
infancy, small-pox, measles, hooping-cough, pneumonia, and bronchitis ; 
that the death-rates from the following were similar, namely diarrhceas, 
tuberculous diseases, and “old age”; and that the death-rates from the 
following diseases were smaller, namely scarlet fever, influenza, diphtheria, 
and ‘“ fevers.” Most of these changes were slight, and it would not be 
safe to found any definite inferences on them. 

The month of January 1904 was characterised by a rather low mean 
barometric pressure ; a high mean temperature, with a slightly low mean 
daily range; a slightly low mean rainfall, but falling on one day more than 
the average number ; a large excess of winds of average force from between 
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S.E. and W. Compared to the previous January this month had a higher 
mean temperature, and a smaller rainfall; the deaths during the month 
number 890 fewer than in the previous January, the difference being 
largely due to there being fewer deaths from hooping-cough and phthisis. 
The month of February 1904 was characterised by a remarkably low 
mean barometric pressure; a low mean temperature, with a slightly low 
mean daily range; a slightly high mean rainfall, falling on four days

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more than the average number ; a large excess of winds of moderate force 
from a 8.H. quarter. Compared to the previous February this month had 
a lower mean temperature, and a smaller rainfall. The deaths during it 
were 1070 more than in the previous February; this difference was partly 
due to this year being a leap year, but was also due to there being more 
deaths from measles, diseases of the respiratory organs, and of the heart 
and blood vessels. . 

The month of March 1904 was characterised by a high mean 
barometric pressure ; a low mean temperature, with a mean daily range 
about the average; a rather low mean rainfall, but falling on two days 
more than the average number ; a large excess of winds of moderate force 
from a 8.H. quarter. Compared to the previous March this month had a 
lower mean temperature, and a much smaller rainfall. The deaths during 
it were 1129 more than in the previous March ; this was partly due to there 
being more deaths from measles, and diseases of the respiratory organs. 

The month of April 1904 was characterised by a very low mean baro- 
metric pressure; a somewhat high mean temperature, with a fractionally 
high mean daily range; a very high mean rainfall, with an unusually 
large number of rainy days ; a remarkable excess of westerly winds of con- 
siderably more than average force. Compared to the-previous April this 
month had a higher mean temperature, and a heavier rainfall. The deaths 
during this month were 575 more than in the previous April; this was 
principally due to there being an increased number of deaths from measles, 
phthisis, and diseases of the heart and blood vessels. . | 

The month of May 1904 was characterised by a rather low mean baro- 
meter ; a mean temperature about the average, with a slightly low mean daily 
range ; a somewhat high mean rainfall, with an unusually large number of

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rainy days; a considerable excess of winds of fully average force from N.H. 
and 8.E. Compared to the previous May this month had a slightly lower 
mean temperature, and a higher rainfall, The deaths during this month 
were 280 more than during the previous May. In it deaths from measles 
and phthisis were more numerous than in the previous May, while deaths 
from diseases of the respiratory system were less so. 

The month of June 1904 was characterised by a high mean barometric 
pressure; a slightly low mean temperature, with an average mean daily 
range; alow mean rainfall, with one less than the mean number of rain 
days; a large excess of winds of average force from N.E. and H. Com- 
pared to the previous June this month had a slightly higher mean tem- 
perature, and a smaller rainfall. Deaths during the month were 356 fewer 
than in the previous June, this difference being partly due to fewer deaths 
from diseases of the respiratory organs and phthisis. 

The month of July 1904 was characterised by a rather high mean 
barometric pressure; an average mean temperature, with an average mean 
daily range; a very low mean rainfall, with the average number of rainy 
days; a large excess of moderate winds from between N.E. and S.E. 
Compared to the previous July this month had a higher mean tempera- 
ture, and a much smaller rainfall. Deaths during it were 183 fewer than 
in the previous July, this being partly due to fewer deaths from diarrhceas 
and diseases of the respiratory organs. 

The month of August 1904 was characterised by a rather high mean 
barometric pressure; an average mean temperature, with a slightly high 
mean daily range; a high mean rainfall, with a large number of rainy 
days ; a considerable excess of moderate winds from N.W. and N. Com- 
pared to the previous August this month had a lower mean temperature,

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and a smaller rainfall. The deaths registered in it were 443 more than 
during the previous August, this being principally due to there being 
more deaths from hooping-cough and diarrhceas. 

The month of September 1904 was characterised by a high mean 
barometric pressure; an average mean temperature, with a slightly high 
mean daily range; aslightly low mean rainfall, with an unusually small 
number of rainy days; a large excess of moderate winds from a S.E. 
quarter. Compared to the previous September this month had a slightly 
higher mean temperature, and a slightly heavier rainfall. Deaths registered 
during the month were of practically the same number as in the previous 
September, being 5470 in this month against 5457 in the previous 
September. Deaths from hooping-cough and diarrhceas were more, but 
deaths from phthisis and diseases of the respiratory organs were fewer. 

The month of October 1904 was characterised by an extremely high 
mean barometric pressure; a high mean temperature, with a mean daily 
range about the average; an extremely low mean rainfall, with two less 
than the usual number of rainy days; a large excess of moderate winds

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from a S.W. quarter. Compared to the previous October this month 
had a slightly higher mean temperature, and a much smaller rainfall. 
Deaths registered during it numbered 158 fewer than in the previous 
October. In it deaths from hooping-cough and diseases of the respiratory 
organs were more than in that month, while deaths from scarlet fever and 
phthisis were fewer. 3 

The month of November 1904 was characterised by a high mean 
barometric pressure; an average mean temperature, with a mean daily 
range about the average; an extremely low mean rainfall, but with the 
average number of rainy days; a large excess of moderate winds from a 
W. quarter. Compared to the previous November this month had a 
lower mean temperature, a smaller rainfall, but a larger number of deaths, 
the deaths during it numbering 6113 as against 6049 in the previous 
November. ‘The increased number of deaths appears to have been largely 
due to an increased number of deaths from hooping-cough and diseases of 
the respiratory organs. 

The month of December 1904 was characterised by a slightly low 
mean barometric pressure; a slightly high mean temperature, with a 
fractionally low mean daily range; a rather low mean rainfall, with the 
average number of rainy days; a slight excess of moderate winds from a 
W. quarter. Compared to the previous December this month had a higher 
mean temperature, a smaller rainfall, but the number of deaths was almost 
identical, 7486 as against 7485. In it deaths from measles and phthisis 
were fewer than in the previous December, while diseases of the respiratory 
organs, hooping-cough, and “ old age” were more fatal. 

The six months of the year which were most fatal, and the daily 
average number of deaths in them, were March, 253; February, 249; 
December, 241; April, 234; January, 232; and May, 212. These six 
months, with the exception of May, had each a mean temperature less 
than the mean temperature of the year, and with the exception of March, a 
rainfall of more than the average monthly rainfall for the year. The six 
least fatal months of the year, and the average daily number of deaths in 
them, were July, 178 ; September, 182; October, 185; August, 190; June, 
197 ; and November, 204. Hach of these months, November excepted, had 
a mean temperature more than that of the year, and with the exception of 
August and September, a rainfall smaller than the average monthly rain- 
fall of the year. 

For children of less than five years old, December, January, March, 
February, and November were the most fatal months; for young persons 
of between five and twenty, April, June, May, and March were the most 
fatal; for adults of between twenty and sixty, March, February, April, and 
December were the most fatal; while for persons of over sixty, March, 
February, December, and April were the most fatal.

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The successfully vaccinated children, 113,599, amount to 85°03 per 
cent. of the total births; this percentage is 0°49 more than the mean of the 
corresponding percentages of the previous ten years, and 0°17 more than 
that for the immediately preceding year, 1902. The percentage of children 
surviving at the time when vaccination should have been performed and 
who were successfully vaccinated, was 93°97, this percentage is 0°07 more 
than the mean of the corresponding percentages for the previous ten years, 
and 0:46 more than the percentage for 1902. 

The number of children dying before the time when vaccination should 
have been performed was 12,699. These constitute 9°51 per cent. of the 
total births registered, a percentage which is 0°46 less than the mean of the 
corresponding percentages of the last ten years, and 0°26 more than that 
of 1902. 

The number of children whose vaccination had not been performed on 
account of postponement for reasons of health was 2557; these constitute 
1:91 per cent. of the total births, a percentage which is 0:22 less than 
the mean of the percentages of the last ten years, and 0°25 less than that 
of 1902. These cases in which vaccination was postponed amount to 2: 12 
per cent. of the children alive at the time when vaccination should have 
been performed, a percentage of 0°25 less than the mean for the last ten 
years, and 0°26 less than the percentage of 1902. 

Non-vaccination from constitutional insusceptibility was certified in 
375 cases, a number which is 192 fewer than the average number during 
the last ten years, and 137 fewer than the number certified in 1902. The 
certificate of constitutional insusceptibility was decidedly less frequently

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required and signed in this than in recent years. This improvement is 
greatly due to more successful vaccination in Glasgow, for this certificate 
was given there 62 times fewer this year than in 1902, and 236 times fewer 
than in 1901. These cases where constitutional insusceptibility was the 
cause of non-vaccination amounted to 0°28 per cent. of the total births. 
This proportion varied widely—in many registration districts it was 0, in one 
registration district, No. 510 (2), it amounted to nearly 18 per cent. of the 
total births of the year, while the returns of the last four years show that 
the proportion of children found insusceptible in that district amounts to 
nearly 12 per cent. of the total births. 

The number of children not vaccinated because of having had Small- 
pox was during the year 10, a larger number than has been recorded since 
1874. Of these children 8 were in Glasgow. | 

The number of children reported to have been. removed from their 
registration districts or otherwise unaccounted for, was 3806, a number 
which is 855 more than the average during the last ten years, but 170 fewer 
than those in 1902. These children amount to 2°85 per cent. of the total 
births, and to 3°15 per cent. of children living at the time they should’ be 
vaccinated. 

Deaths from Smallpox in Scotland during the year 1902, the last year 
for which complete information is available, numbered 80—of them, 47 were

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of persons who had been vaccinated, 30 of persons who had not been vacci- 
nated, and 3 of persons whose vaccination was doubtful. Assuming that 94 
per cent. of the population has been vaccinated (this is inferred from the 
average proportion of children to be successfully vaccinated), these figures, 
(including doubtful cases, as of vaccinated persons), show that the death-rate 
from Small-pox in the vaccinated was at the rate of 1:2 per 100,000, while 
the death-rate from Smallpox among the unvaccinated was at the rate of 
11:0 per 100,000. 

Deaths from Smallpox in the Hight Principal Towns in 1904 numbered 
96; of these, 44 were of persons who had been vaccinated, 38 of persons 
whose vaccination was doubtful, and 14 of persons who had not been 
vaccinated. The deaths from Smallpox in these towns were 50 more than 
the average number during the decade 1895-1904, they were more than 
the average during the decades 1885-1894 and 1875-1884, but many less 
than the average annual number in the decades 1865-1874 and 1855-1864.
